Historv  of  the  Class  of  1931 


ISN'T  it  funny  how  one  thing  leads  to  another?    Well,  that's  how  history  is  made,  you 
know.    Take  for  instance  the  day  it  rained  last  week.    The  rain  led  to  my  staying 
indoors,  which  in  turn  led  me  on  in  search  of  entertainment. 

I  was  looking  for  a  book  when  I  came  across  a  photograph  album  I  had  kept  since  '27. 
The  first  faces  I  saw  I  recognized  as  the  property  of  my  old  classmates,  Manning,  Sue 
Martin,  "Rosie,"  and  "Boo"  respectively.  Manning  with  her  long  hair,  Sue  Martin  with 
her  boyish  bob,  and  Rosie  and  Boo  both  the  same  size  then  that  they  are  now.  I  could 
never  forget  them  after  all  we  went  through  together.  Although  Manning  wasn't  in 
our  class  that  first  year,  she  actually  exerted  herself,  for  once  in  her  life,  worked,  and 
caught  up  with  us.  Anyway,  we  were  all  underclassmen  together,  and  shared  the  hope 
that  someday  in  the  dim  future,  we  would  be  allowed  to  go  to  town  without  a  chaperon. 
In  spite  of  our  envy  of  the  Juniors  and  Seniors,  we  enjoyed  our  first  year  of  school  life 
with  its  round  of  class  parties,  athletic  and  literary  events,  and  special  occasions. 
Speaking  of  the  latter,  I'll  bet  we  enjoyed  the  Seniors'  dance  at  the  end  of  the  year 
as  much  as  the  Seniors  themselves. 

When  we  first  started  on  our  long  search  for  knowledge,  namely  our  school  career,  we 
numbered  twenty-seven  but  the  following  September  we  were  but  five — yes,  the  five! 
We  did  not  emphasize  the  the  quite  so  much,  however,  when  we  realized  that  we  were 
five  out  of  forty-one  this  year  and  surrounded  by  many  new  faces  and  one  new  building. 
(The  old  Senior  Hall  had  been  replaced  by  the  larger  and  more  modern  Holt  Hall,  which 
accommodated  Juniors  as  well  as  Seniors.) 

As  I  turned  several  pages  of  the  old  album,  memories  of  that  second  year  came  back 
to  me  at  sight  of  some  of  my  Sophomore  sisters  snapped  at  odd  moments  and  sometimes 
"in  the  act"  as  it  were.  There  were  Yancey  and  Gen  who  kept  up  the  class  reputation 
in  athletics,  just  before  going  to  battle  on  the  basketball  court;  Julia  Brown  in  white 
ducks  escorting  a  bejewelled  young  lady  to  the  Junior  Cotillion;  "Beans"  Bennett  dressed 
up  to  a  million  and  willing  to  wear  her  weeds  with  a  smile  since  the  Dramatic  Club  play 
was  over  and  she  had  done  her  bit;  and  last  and  saddest,  the  whole  class  in  wjhite 
commencement  dresses.  You  would  have  looked  sad  too,  if  you  had  been  to  the  school 
party  the  night  before,  and  knew  you  were  saying  goodbye  for  always  to  many  good 
friends. 

That  snap  had  such 'a  chilling  effect  on  me  that  I  turned  the  page  quickly  and  met 
the  eyes  of  our  Junior  President — Jane  Purrington,  so  capable  that  we  pounced  upon 
her  as  soon  as  she  arrived  at  St.  Mary's  her  first  year  and  made  her  our  leader.  Of 
course,  she  was  glad  to  be  at  the  head  of  such  an  attractive  class  (we  thought  she  would 
be)  and  promptly  started  helping  us  to  have  a  big  time. 

All  of  the  class  of  '31  were  together  that  third  year  except  Doris  Chamblee.  But  she 
couldn't  stay  away  from  us  long  and  joined  our  ranks  again  after  Christmas.  I  think 
she  appreciated  more,  than  anyone  else  our  new  privilege  of  going  to  town  on  a  week  day. 

The  talents  of  our  class  were  increased  a  great  deal  that  year  by  our  new  members. 
In  athletics  we  gained  still  more  prominence  through  Amy  and  "Eddie."  Jane  Shaffner, 
Betty  Gray  Long  and  Betsy  Harding  all  helped  Yancey  to  uphold  the  academic  standard. 
Catherine  Thiem,  Louise  Prichard,  and  of  course,  Sue  Bennett  and  Rosie  Ames  brought 
dramatic  honors  to  our  class  while,  in  the  literary  field,  we  were  represented  by  Jane 
Purrington,  who  won  the  short  story  contest,  and  "Jonesy,"  who  really  can  write  poetry. 

At  about  that  point  in  my  reminiscences,  I  came  across  a  rare  picture.  It  was  Julia 
Bates  in  a  devil's  costume.    She  must  have  been  "playing  monkey"  when  that  was  taken. 

It  certainly  did  our  hearts  good  to  have  charge  of  the  Devils'  Cave  at  the  Halloween 
Party.  At  last  we  had  our  chance  to  make  others  tremble  with  suspense  and  expectation. 
That  wasn't  all  we  made  them  do,  either — we  were  very  resourceful  Juniors. 

Next  to  the  devil  "playing  monkey"  was  a  snapshot  of  Santa  Claus.  The  only  way  I 
had  of  knowing  the  jolly  old  fellow  was  my  good  friend  "Boo"  was  through  inside 
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information.  You  see,  I  helped  "Boo"  to  fool  her  public  at  the  Christmas  party  and  I 
must  say  it  was  a  good  job.  Another  Christmas  entertainment  that  was  enjoyed  by  all 
(we  hoped)  was  the  Junior  dance.  We  had  to  make  money  for  the  big  event  of  the  year, 
the  Junior-Senior  Banquet,  and  we  chose  the  most  pleasant  way  we  knew  to  do  it.  That 
banquet  was  a  momentous  occasion  as  the  evening  dresses  and  corsages  of  the  girls  in 
my  pictures  testify.  Besides  all  the  fun  it  gave  us,  this  occasion  held  a  deeper  signifi- 
cance for  us.  It  made  us  realize  that  in  a  few  more  months  we  would  be  taking  the 
places  of  the  girls  who  were  our  guests. 

This  fact  came  home  to  us  still  more  at  the  end  of  the  year  when  we  made  the  daisy 
chain  for  the  Seniors.  There  were  many  blistered  hands  among  the  members  of  our 
class  after  the  Sunday  afternoon  spent  in  picking  daisies,  and  many  sleepy  heads  after 
the  morning  we  got  up  at  five-thirty  to  make  the  chain;  but  the  result  of  our  work  was 
worth  the  trouble.  That  night,  the  last  in  the  year,  we,  the  prospective  Seniors  of  '31, 
serenaded  the  graduates  and  the  rest  of  the  school. 

On  the  last  pages  of  my  photograph  album,  the  faces  of  my  former  friends  seemed  to 
be  more  dignified.  I  suppose  we  were  imbued  with  a  sense  of  responsibility  for  the 
standard  we  were  to  uphold,  and  awed  by  the  high  position  we  found  ourselves  occupying 
in  September,  1931.  We  were  now  at  the  top  as  the  much  admired  and  looked-up-to 
Seniors!  Since  ours  was  the  most  important  class  in  school  we  had  elected  our  president 
at  the  end  of  the  previous  year  but  she  had  failed  to  appear  when  the  curtain  opened 
on  the  last  act  of  our  career  at  St.  Mary's.  And  although  Fernow's  absence  even  caused 
tears  among  certain  of  my  classmates  we  soon  singled  out  one,  Bennett,  from  our  midst 
who  soon  convinced  us  that  we  lacked  nothing  in  our  new  executive.  Under  her  guidance, 
we  launched  into  our  last  year  with  a  zest  that  would  surely  surmount  the  many 
obstacles  in  front  of  us  (such  as  essays  and  exams.) 

In  spite  of  our  new  dignity,  we  hadn't  lost  any  of  our  abilities  as  a  class.  Gen  as 
Miss  Talbot  and  Betty  Gray  as  Miss  Trigg  in  the  Halloween  Senior  Stunt  proved  that 
and  were  enough  to  make  us  go  down  in  history. 

"Eddie"  in  pajamas  and  long  curls  set  a  new  fashion  and  reminded  me  of  our  Christ- 
mas play. 

On  the  night  of  February  14,  I  became  fully  convinced  that  Mr.  Zeigfield  would  have 
strong  competition  if  our  class  ever  took  a  serious  interest  in  vaudeville.  But  what's 
the  use  of  putting  the  poor  man  out  of  business? 

The  next  snaps  were  taken  just  before  spring  holidays  and  the  Seniors  looked  a  little 
peaked.  You  know  graduation  depended  on  those  essays.  Although  the  experience  left 
us  feeling  rather  vague,  I  think  every  one  passed  safely  over  that  rough  place;  and  the 
next  thing  I  remember  we  were  being  entertained  by  the  class  of  '32  at  a  banquet  as 
lovely  as  ours  of  the  year  before. 

The  last  picture  in  my  album  was  that  of  the  class  of  '31  in  cap  and  gown.  You  know 
what  that  meant — farewells,  tears,  relief,  joy,  regret,  the  end,  and  also  the  beginning.

Wrote  one  letter 
which  was  later  found  on  floor,  my  Lady  McLeod  unable  to  find  owner — I  not  aiding 
in  search.   No  excitement  on  hall.    Lights  out  and  so  to  bed.

Tvly  Lady  Mor- 
rison did  appear  suddenly.  "Disperse  ye  villains!"  Two  depart,  four  in  closet  crawl 
out  later,  and  so  to  bed. 

Jan.  24.  Finished  last  exam  this  morning.  Perfect  relaxation.  Now  have  only  Senior 
Essay,  Annual,  Senior  Vaudeville,  Colonial  Ball,  Fashion  Show,  and  Dramatic  Club 
play  to  complete  before  Spring  vacation.
